compared to those who have any just claim to 
ability. 

I cannot help pitying the poor unfortunate 
and ignorant people who come under the ope- 
ration of their instruments. Such a person, 
they say, is a very clever man ; he has ampu- 
tated a leg, or an arm, and so forth. Well, a 
butcher cuts off a leg, but would, nevertheless, 
make but an indifferent doctor. 

In this consists the genius of those to whom 
I allude, who, for every species of complaint, 
are ever ready with the knife or the lancet, 
without knowing whether the use of either be 
required or not, 

I can adduce a hundred cases which have 
come under my particular notice in Newcastle, 
in which the patients, on account of these 
operations, never can recover, I shall here 
mention one, which is infamous; and which, 
indeed, might, with more propriety, be called 
downright assassination. It ia the case of a 
young woman of 17, who, at that age, was 
near the term of the development of nature, 
and by proper treatment and a few aperitive 
dozes, might speedily have been brought 
about. This same person is at the present 
period completely bent in her bed* which, it 
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is probable, she may never be able to leave, 
with two setons, the one on the neck, the 
other on the back. 

Let me ask this butchering operator, what 
two setons and mercury have to do with the 
disease? But I am wrong, while speaking of 
a disease where there was not any* The 
wretched state to which she is reduced is the 
work of this clever surgeon , Nay more — I 
maintain, aad can also prove, that his opera- 
tions* and every thing he has administered, is 
contrary, and that the unfortunate girl is for 
ever lost ! 

Another case, a young man 24 years of age, 
on account of epilepsy, has been hied twice 
and thrice a week during twelve months; so 
that, far from receiving any relief, the com- 
plaint has attained a greater degree of severity 
in proportion as the patient became weaker.—* 
He is now labouring under an additional 
complaint* The fits are stronger and more 
frequent He is now a paralytic (owing to 
frequent blood-letting), and has lost the use 
of that arm in which he was bled. Now* de- 
prived for ever of the means of heing able to 
provide for himself, there remains the recol- 
lections of having paid an ignorant fellow for 
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being the cause of this young man's ruin, as 
well as that of his family. 

There are many other instances of the same 
kind which could be brought forward to 
establish, without the slightest shadow of con- 
tradiction, the veracity of my assertions. 

However, it is the fault of those who, with- 
out caring whether a man be capable or not, 
blindly submit to his treatment a disease or 
complaint. But as I have before mentioned, 
because he has, perhaps, amputated a finger, 
he must know every thing. 

What I stated in London, I repeat here at 
Newcastle. I advise all such persons as 
labour under inward affections to apply to a 
physician — they will find some relief; but in 
all other bodily affections, such as wounds, 
&c. &c, or even the amputation of a limb, let 
the surgeon be consulted. 

I admit that many surgeons are fully com- 
petent to the task of treating inward affec- 
tions ; but, of course, I do not include these 
in the number. 

I may well imagine that those great men who, 
as I said before, treat all affections with knife 
or lancet in hand, will censure my little work ; 
but they may post up their own ignorance ; 
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for if my remedies, simple as they are, have 
cured two hundred patients whom they had 
pronounced as incurable, they have provided 
me with weapons against themselves. 



At each article treating on the various dis- 
eases and complaints, will be found the reme- 
dies to be employed, and which any person 
can make up or compound. In addition to 
which I also give general remedies, which are 
equally applicable to the same causes, and 
which may be had recourse to, should any 
of the former remedies not agree with the 
constitution of the patient : the composition of 
them is clear and intelligible, and within the 
means of all families. I likewise feel assured 
that those who will make the trial of any of 
those contained in this work, will not have 
reason to regret the experiment ; nor will I 
repent having studied their interest and 
health* 



A TREATISE, &c< 



OF POISONS. 

ON account of the numerous accidents which 
happen every day, through the ignorance or negli- 
gence of chemists 9 and druggists 9 apprentices, who 
frequently give sugar of lead aad other deadly sub- 
stances for Epsom salts, Sedlitz, &c, it has been 
deemed advisable to select the above as the first sub- 
ject of this treatise. 

Some persons take various poisons with a view to 
the destruction of life, and it is not of rare occur- 
rence that when the fatal consequences begin to 
manifest themselves, the friends or family of the un- 
fortunate individual cannot procure immediate relief 
in consequence of being at a distance from either a 
physician or surgeon, who might save the life of the 
patient* 

Another inconvenience is, that many gentlemen 
of the profession, instead of neutralizing the poison 
by administering an antidote, have recourse to the 
stomach pump, which certainly does extract a por-

tion of the poison, bnt not always a sufficient quan- 
tity to save the patient. However, here follows the 
manner of neutralizing, chemically, each kind of 
poison, and which will be found within the ability of 
every person* 

Poisoning by Metallic Oxides, such as Blue Vitriol 

and others of the same kind. 
Take of Peruvian bark, from one to four ounces ; 
or lime water, from six to twelve ounces. 



Poisoning by Metallic Salts, such as Arsenic, Sugar 
of Lead, Corrosive Sublimate, Litharge, 8gc. 
Take immediately of carbonate of potash, one 

dram and q half, in a. pint of water ; or, sulphur of 

potash, one dram, in a pint of. water. 

Poisoning by Opium or Laudanum. 

Take of sulphuric ether, one dram, in half a pint 
of water* 



Poisoning by Acids j such as Aqua Fortis, Oil of 

Vitriol, Sgc. 
Take of soap water, one pint ; or two table spoons- 
ful of ink, in half a pint of water. 



Poisoning by Prussic and Oxalic Acid. 
Take of liquid ammonia (volatile alkali), two 
dram*, in half a jiiut of water. 
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Poisoning by Vegetable Matter, viz., Black Helle- 
bore, Colchicum, or Meadow Saffron, Fungus (a 
species of Mushroom), fyc. <Sfc. 
Take of tincture of aloes, gam guacum, and of 

myrrh, mixed together in equal quantities of each, 

about one wine glass full* 

Olive oil, taken in time, prevents all bad effects 

from arsenic, and generally of the other oxides and 

metallic salts. 



Animal Poisons. 

Animal poison is the venomous bite of a serpent, 
of different sorts of adders, of a mad dog, &c. &c, 
which, though not producing the same effects, re- 
quire the same precautions, and in many cases the 
same operations, viz : in every instance immediate 
cauterization, by which is understood, to place the 
wotknd in a state of suppuration, in order to extract 
the venom which has been introduced. 

For the bite of a serpent, or of an adder, you 
must immediately apply to the wound some lint 
dipped in liquid ammonia,, and the application must 
continue, until by its attractive causticity it has form- 
ed a sore and brought on an abundant suppuration; 
but the patient must also take some of it inwardly, 
. diluted in the proportion described under- the article 
.of pru^sic and oxalic acids. - ;.....,. 

For the bite of a mad dog, ar a ppr^on attacked 
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with hydrophobia, immediate cauterisation of the 
wound, after the same manner as for the bite of the 
serpent; but, in this case, in order to give more 
strength, a blister must be applied to the cauterized 
place, to increase the suppuration of the poison, liquid 
ammonia must also be taken inwardly, by adding 
seven or eight drops of laudanum to the dose ; the 
patient drinking as much wine or vinegar as he can 
conveniently, and every evening to undergo a mercu- 
rial friction. 



OF EPILEPSY OR EPILEPTIC FITS. 

This disease is either natural or accidental. Some 
persons are subject to it from their birth, but many 
are attacked with it in consequence of flights. It 
is more common among the female sex, because the 
first and second ages are liable to it. 

By the first age, is meant a young person in whom 
nature has not its regular course. Also in the second 
age, or turn of life, if by different circumstances nature 
has not realized or surmounted the difficulties of the 
moment, epilepsy is often the consequence. 

However, in the first case, that is, if it be natural 
it is a hopeless one, in both the others a cure may be 
r considered as certain. 

With those females to whom I have alluded, the 
remedy is more complicated, by reason of their re- 
quiring two treatments ; the one in order to deve- 
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lope the action of nature in the first instance, the 
other to affect the disease. These remedies are to 
be found under the head of Female Suppressions. 

The following remedy is simply that which must 
be used in the complaint described : — Electuary for 
Epilepsy or Epileptic Fits,— 

Cinchona (Peruvian bark), one ounce ; 
Valerian, and pewter well powdered, half an 
ounce of each. 
The above to be mixed with a sufficient quantity 
of syrup of sugar, to make it of the consistency of 
honey, A table spoonful to be taken morning and 
evening. The syrup is made by dissolving half a 
pound of sugar in a pint of boiling water. 



APOPLEXY, OR APOPLECTIC FITS. 

» 
There are two sorts of apoplexy, the one bloody 
and the other serous. The former is the most dan- 
gerous. It manifests itself commonly in those whose 
blood is cold and pulse slow. Its symptoms always 
shew themselves by powerful palpitations at the 
heart, arising from an obstruction of the viscera— 
If the patient is not suffocated by the first fit, re- 
course may be had to'two remedies, viz. : 1 . Immedi- 
ate blood letting at the foot. If, however, a surgeon 
cannot be had at the moment, the patient must 
put his legs in a pan of hot water in which a pound of 
salt has been dissolved ; and 9. a piece of metal (iron 
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is preferable) most be applied between the shoulders* 
The patient most afterwards take half an ounce of 
steel wine twice a day, successively. 

The latter (Serous Apoplexy,) always shews itself 
by a swelling of the neck, the head becoming also 
considerably affected in the same way. The patient 
feels very painful sensations all over, and especially 
about the temples, accompanied with itchings in the 
throat. Immediate recourse must be had to sina- 
pism ; that is to say, the patient most put his legs in 
a pan of hot water, in which half a pound of crushed 
mustard seed has been mixed. The same water and 
mustard may be continued each day, by warming it 
again, and continuing its use until the humor leaving 
the head is attracted to the feet, and all swelling has 
ceased. The patient must afterwards be purged 
daring several weeks with pills of aloes compounded. 



MILKY AFFECTIONS. 

Many females who suckle their children are liable 
to this complaint: the manner of living, trouble, 
cold, &c. &c. may give rise to it. The symptoms 
always shew . themselves • by glandnlar affections of 
the throat, and begin inwardly, afterwards extend- 
ing to each breast, and often under the arms* ' 

Many of the profession give the name of cancer 
to this disease, although the symptoms which charac- 
terise it are very different, and require * vary differ- 
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ent treatment, as will be described under the article 
cancer* However, any woman feeling her breasts 
hardening inwardly, ought not to neglect attending 
to it without loss of time, in order to prevent the 
most serious consequences. 

There are two remedies in general used for this 
disorder, the first of which is— 

Oil of rosemary,, one pint ; 
Nitre, one ounce ; 
Ammonia muriate, half an ounce. 
The above being put into a bottle, must be well 
shaken and rubbed on the breasts, two or three 
times a day. The other is as follows :-*- 

Marshmallow root cut in small pieces, one 

ounce and a half; 
Poppy heads, three ; 
Cammomile flowers, two drams. 
The above to be boiled in a pint and a half of water 
for twenty minutes, and strained through a linen 
cloth, or towel. A linen rag being dipped in the 
liquid, must be applied warm, two or three times a 
day, to the parts affected, Any woman suffering un- 
der -this complaint should take stimulant remedies 
inwardly* viz.: — Tonic and aperient, such as steel 
wine; steel pills mixed with aloes; myrrh andgal- 
baoum ; or, tincture of Colombo, gentian, cinnamon, 
&c. fcc. . It sometimes happens that stiptic plai&ters 
in the early stages of the disease will answer* 

The following prescription will be found to effect 
a, speedy cure if used at the commencement of the 
complaint:-. 
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Burgundy pitch, six ounces ; 
Olive oil, two ounces ; 
Carbonate of iron, one ounce ; 
Opium, two drams. 

The above to be well mixed over the fire, then 
made into a plaister, and applied to the breast, or 
both, as may be the case. Each plaister will conti- 
nue fit for use during a fortnight.. 

It has been said that many of the profession in- 
differently call cancer milky or glandular affections, 
without considering the difference between the symp- 
toms of the cancer and the glandular affections.— 
One instance will be given here out of upwards of a 
hundred cases which could be proved. 

When in London, I was called to attend a lady, 
who, during two years, had been under the hands of 
more than twenty medical men. All bad pronounc- 
ed the complaint to be a cancerous affection, and 
that there was no hopes of a cure without operating 
on both breasts. The patient had constantly resist* 
ed the operation, saying, she preferred to die* Fi- 
nally, after I had visited her, being asked my opinion 
of the cancer, I replied, she had not any such 
thing. Shte was surprised, and would hardly believe 
me. She even paid me a rather flattering com- 
pliment; for, said she, "How can I place confi- 
dence in a stranger whom I do not know, when the 
faculty of London entertain a different opinion."— 
Then taking up my hat, I said, as I was leaving, 
" Madam, if a stranger is not to be believed, he ought 
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not to be sent for* I am sorry the faculty have con- 
demned you to death, for you are innocent.*' She 
then requested ma to listen to her, and to know whe- 
ther I could care her. I promised to attend to her 
wishes, and after three weeks, having gained more 
confidence in me, she felt no inclination to die, and 
in the course of two months was perfectly cured, 
without any operation, by the remedies above men- 
tioned.

OP THE PASSING OP BLOOD FROM 

THE BLADDER. 



This may happen to persons of all ages and of 
each sex. It is needless to detail the causes which 
produce this complaint. The symptoms are visible 
and shew themselves; but to guard against it, it 
may be necessary to state, that it often arises from 
an immoderate use of mercury. The following are 
the remedies in ordinary use for this species of 
hemorrhage?**** 

Solution of gam a nitric ; 

Decoction of marshmallow root, with honey; 

Camphor and opium, mixed. 
The patient may use his option in the selection 
of either of the three. 



FOR WATER ON THE CHEST. 

Take of cinaglose, with mastic and galbanum,

equal quantities, from six grains to ten every day ; 
or, 

Dry Seville orange peel, one ounce ; 

Orris root, in powder, one ounce ; 

Benjamin gum, pounded, half an ounce ; 

Mace, two drams ; 

Cinnamon, two drams. 
The same to be put into a bottle of brandy or rum, 
exposed to the sun in summer, op near the fire in 
winter, during eight or ten days, then strained.— 
Add half a pound of sugar, dissolved in about half 
a pint of boiling water : a table spoonful to be taken 
twice a day. 



PLEURISY. 

This complaiut is very serious if neglected. In 
its early stages it is generally manifested by pains in 
the sides, which constantly increase. The patient 
sometimes feels an inward tremor, which burns, and 
powerful startings. This complaint is most fre- 
quently caused by the secretion of humours, which 
collect and harden themselves in that part, and form 
what may be termed an inward fluxion. 

Persons thus afflicted, in order to counteract its 
effects (often dangerous), should not neglect to attend 
to the first symptoms, for it is easier to diminish the 
rancidity of the humours, in the beginning, when 
they are congealed. Sometimes an emolient blister, 
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such as lintseed, applied to the part, may suffice, 
with a strong purgative, particularly an emetic, such 
as is hereafter mentioned. But if this precaution 
should be neglected, it becomes more difficult ; re- 
course must then be had to those remedies used in a 
confirmed or determined pleurisy, after the following 
manner, viz., a blister on the part, mucilaginous 
drinks, such as gum arabic, &c. &c. ; but the true 
compound is the* following syrup — 

Flowers of tillienli, half an ounce ; 

Cammomile, two drams ; 

Dried rose leaves, three drams ; 

Arabic gum, one ounce ; 

Sulphate of potash, half a dram. 
The above to be boiled in a pint and a half of 
water during SO minutes, strained, and half a pound 

» 

of sugar to be added. 
Another, — If there should be neither burning nor 

pricking about the part- 
Lesser cardamom, two drams ; 
Calomus aromaticus, two drams \ > 

Garlick, half an ounce -, 
Saffron, one dram ; 
Isinglass, three drams ; 
Ammonia muriate, one dram. 
The above to be boiled in a pint and a half of 

water, for about 20 minutes, strained, with half a 

pound of sugar added. A wine glassful to be taken 

morning and evening. 

. It is, however, of importance to distinguish the 
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real symptoms of this complaint from other acci- 
dental pains* such a* wind, flatulencies, eructations, 
&c, which often fix themselves in the same part, 
during several days only. The difference is, that 
the pleurisy is fixed, and that wind eructations, Sec. 
shift from one part to another. Sometimes they 
cast themselves, and form obstructions between the 
liver and the lungs ; between the mesentera and the 
kidneys, but the pain k never fixed; consequently is 
easy to distinguish. 



ASTHMA. 

There are two sorts of asthma, the one dry, the 
other humoric. The first is common to young peo- 
ple of each sex. It is called dry, because it consists 
only in rendering the breathing short, without cough* 
Ing or spitting. It is often the result of excesses 
committed by those who are afibcted by it. It is not 
uncommon among females whose courses are not re- 
gular. It is difficult to cure effectually, but it may be 
softened and rendered nearly imperceptible, except in 
case of extreme exertion on the part of the individual. 

The two annexed remedies have almost always the 
desired effect. If the first does not succeed with 
soase constitutions, the tribes: may be substituted,— 
It is, however, preferable to try the first. It sim- 
ply consists in taking eight sulphur leoenges per 
day, four in the morning and four in the afternoon. 
The second remedy h 
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Marehmallow root, one ounce and a half; 

Liquorice wood* one ounce and a half; 

Cammomile flowers, one dram ; 

Saffron, one dram ; 

Three poppy heads- 
above to be boiied in a pint and a half of wa- 
ter, for about 1 5 minutes, and strained, to which add 
half a pound of sugar. A wine glassful to be taken 
morning and evening. 

Elderly men are generally subjected to humoric 
asthma, but rarely before fifty years of age. It is 
called humoric, because it is caused by the cooling 
of the blood, and the lymph in the trachea, which 
pffodwes that abundance of expectoration (spitting), 
and likewise occasions coughing. The bodily sys-> 
tern as weakened, digestion Is 6fewer 9 and bilious hu- 
mours are increased. It were needless to describe 
the other effects ; this treatise being intended merely 
for those who are umcqmxated with the sirncta&e 
of the human frame. The symptoms of this cam plaint 
are very manifest and visible. The following is the 
renaedy~»~ 

Enula campana, in powder, one ounce and m 

half; 
Colombo do,, two drams ; 
Saffron, one dram. 

N. B.— Should there be any palpitation at heart, 
add of salphate of iron, one dram. 

The above ingredients to be put into a bottle of 
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port wine for five or six days, then strained, and a 
table spoonfed to be taken twice a day. 

A less expensive mode of making up the remedy 
in the form of syrup, is as follows : — 

The above being pnt into a pint of water, boiled 
for about 1 5 minutes, strained, and a half-pound of 
sugar added. 

The doze the same as above. 

Note. — The above preparation is more effectual 
if made np with wine. 



CATARRH, OR COUGH. 

The causes which produce coughs need not be 
dwelt upon at length ; they are more or less the con- 
sequences of constitutional habit, of the less or more 
exercise, atfd of the atmosphere. 

The remedies are various ; but it sometimes hap- 
pens that that which agrees with the one will not 
agree with another. 

- The following are very plain and of little expense; 
so that if one should not prove effectual, recourse 
may be had to another. 

Emulsion of gum arabic made as follows : — 
Gum arabic, four ounces ; 
Lump sugar, four ounces ; 
Boiling water, one pint. 

Let the above be well mixed, and a table spoonful 
taken three or four times a day. 
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Emultion of sweet almonds- 
Sweet almonds, four ounces ; 
Syrup of squills, one ounce. 
The almonds must be put into a basin of boiling 
water, and the peel having been taken off, they must 
then be put into cold water to harden again, and af- 
terwards be well pounded in a mortar, to which 
add half a pint of water. After being strained 
through some linen, it must again be pounded twice, 
with the same quantity of water, and once more 
strained. The water must afterwards be put into a 
sauce pan, with half a pound of lump sugar, and 
being left a few minutes on the fire, the syrup of 
squills to be well mixed in it. A wine glassful to be 
taken morning and evening. 



COUGHS, WITH SORENESS OF THROAT. 

Conserve of roses, four ounces ; 

Syrup of poppy, one ounce and two drams ; 

Rosa honey, one ounce ; 

Tamarind, half an ounce ; 

Diluted sulphuric acid, two drams. 
The whole to be well mixed into an electuary, and 
about a tea spoonful to be taken, morning and even- 
ing. 
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CHLOROSIS, LEUCAREA, PALENESS OF 
COLOR, SUPPRESSION, &c &c. 

Those different affections appertain to females 
only. The symptoms which occasion the above 
have some of them different causes, which neverthe- 
less may lie treated in the same manner. 

Young women, in whdm nature has not a regular 
course, sometimes experience great difficulties, par- 
ticularly if not treated according to the specific order 
of a medical system. Those attacked with leucarea 
are subjected to greater danger, which circumstance 
distinguishes them from the others, as also the name 
of the complaint, which is a chronic affection, or 
lumbago, which they constantly feel. 

Many other things might be enumerated, but pru- 
dence forbids to extend on particulars which would 
be opposed to female delicacy, while at the same 
time they could not be benefited on the subject of the 
complaint to which they are liable. It will merely 
be necessary to point out those remedies calculated 
to afford them relief. There are many, viz., all to- 
nics, aperients, such as enula campana root, Colom- 
bo, gentian, castoreum, ficc. But the most energe- 
tic ones are all iron preparations, such as steel wine, 
filings of steel, with aloes and myrrh* &c. The dose 
and manner of taking it is not here mentioned ; the 
names only are given, because they are are to be had 
of all chemists and druggists, with full particulars- 
Care, however, must be taken that no calomel be mix- 
ed with the pills, as the effects would be very different. 
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OF COLICS. 

The causes of the different colics vary much from 
each other, some being caused by wind, flatulencies, 
obstructions, &c. 

For Windy Colic, 

Take one or two small wine glasses of peppermint 
water, or the same quantity of orange flower water ; 
of sulphuric ether, twenty drops, in a glass of water. 



Nephritic Colic. 
Take of dulcified spirits of nitre, a tea spoonful, 
with ten drops of laudanum, in a glass of water. 



Convulsions of Children. 
Syrup of valerian, a table spoonful, with a grain 
of musk in it. 



Convulsions of Adults. 
Syrup of valerian, a table spoonful, with ten grains 
of rauskj and fifteen grains of well powdered pewter. 

Open Cough* 
Syrap of rhubarb, two or three table spoonfuls a 
day ; or, syrup pectoral made as follows : 

Marsh mallow root, cut into small pieces, one 

ounce ; 
Stick liquorice, one ounce ; 
Squills, two drams ; 
Two poppy heads ; 
Rhubarb, half an ounce. 
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The above to be boiled in a pint of water, during 
1 5 minutes, strained, and half a pound of sugar add- 
ed. A table spoonful to be taken three times a day. 



Cramp in the Stomach. 
Ipecacuanha, twenty-five grains, to vomit ; 
Musk, fonr grains, in a dram of theriaca of 
Venice. 



Dysentery. 
Rhubarb aud other mild laxatives ; or, rice water. 



Weakness of the Stomach. 
Wine of Peruvian bark (cinchona), a wine glass* 
ful a day ; or, syrup of cinnamon, Colombo, &c. &c. 
the same quantity. 



Diminution of Strength, Weakness of Organs, and 

of the System generally. 

The organic powers of the body are weakened by 
an infinite number of causes ; such as excesses of all 
kinds, syphilitic affections, scrofulous, scorbutic, pso- 
ric, &c, neglected or improperly treated ; the abuse 
of medicine, &c. &c. 

This complaint may certainly be cured, but it is 
necessary to destroy the cause which has brought it 
on, before its cure can be attempted. If the patient 
has been attacked with such affections as have been 
described, and should he have neglected them or 
treated them unsuccessfully, it becomes the patient's 
duty to have immediate recourse to proper reme- 
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dies, for it is impossible to effect a care when the 
complaint has become constitutional, unless, as has 
been above stated, the primary cause be completely 
eradicated. 

It will be easy for the patient to attain his object, 
having, under the article of each affection before 
mentioned, given the proper directions respecting 
the treatment it requires. 

If neither of these causes exists, and that the 
complaint be the result of intemperance, or the in- 
ordinate use of medicine, recourse must be had to 
tonics, or compound tonics. For instance, iron pre* 
parations, such as steel wine, of which a table spoon- 
ful should be taken twice a day ; or, steel pills with 
aloes. Tincture of gentian, Colombo and cinna- 
mon, myrrh with mastic, &c* &c 
The compound tonics are — 
Dry orange peel, one ounce ; 
Mace, half an ounce ; 
Saffron, one dram ; 
Olibanum (frankincense), one dram ; 
. Lesser cardamum, two drams. 
The above to be put into a bottle of wine for five 
or six days, and then strained. A table spoonful to 
be taken twice a day. 

Or, as follows, with the same process : 

Enula campana root, in powder, one ounce ; 
Colombo, three drams ; 
Gentian, one dram ; 
Sulphate of iron, one dram. 

The same dose to be taken. 
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OF FEVERS. 



There are many sorts of fevers : the ordinary or 
common fever, which indicates the situation of per- 
sons in various diseases ; the remittent, termittent, 
and intermittent fever ; the scarlet fever ; the putrid 
fever, &c. &c. 

The remittent fever may be called continued. Its 
symptoms are, a constant paleness, a trembling, the 
same as in the termittent and intermittent fevers, but 
altering on certain days ; that is to say, sometimes 
stronger or weaker. In general, the patient losses 
his appetite, and is subject to head-achs. This fever, 
like many others, is the result of an overflow of the 
bile. 

The termittent fever is like the preceding one, cal- 
led ague. The reason of its being called termittent 
is, because it happens at particular periods, every se- 
cond or third day. 

The intermittent fever only differs from the others 
because it is not regular. It sometimes affects one 
two days successively, and sometimes three or four, 
without manifesting itself. 

The following are the simplest remedies, and at 
the same time those wh ich are generally used with 
success. 

In the first of these fevers, viz., the ordinary or 
common one, it disappears with the complaint 
which has brought it on. 
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Remittent, or Continued Fever. 
An emetic most be taken in the first instance, af- 
terwards bitter wines of gentian and Colombo alka- 
lyzed ; a table spoonful to be taken twice a day ; and 
an ounce of cream of tartar, once a week. The 
patient's drink to be a decoction of lintseed. 



Termittent Fever. 
Take of sulphuric ether, ten drops, in a wine glass 
of water, twice a day ; antimonied and camphorated 
wine, a tea spoonful once a day. 



Intermittent Fever. 
Take of ipecacuanha, twenty grains, once a week ; 
of Peruvian bark, one ounce, once a day ; decoction 
of cammomile flowers, and of elder flowers, for drink. 



Scarlet Fever. 

The scarlet fever generally manifests itself by a 
soreness of the throat, swellings of the legs, and 
sometimes of the whole body. The complexion red- 
dens, and the patient feels a constant thirst. 

Many medical men have recourse to external ap- 
plications, but they seldom succeed. Violent reme- 
dies are not always the best in such cases. This I 
have lately proved in Newcastle, for out of twenty 
patients who were under my care, without havifig re- 
course to leeches or blisters, not one case proved fa- 
tal ; while it is a positive fact, that upwards of two 
hundred have died by the mode of treatment which 
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I allude to* I shall, therefore, give the remedy I 
employed in such cases, and those persons who avail 
themselves of the advice, will not have occasion to 
repent, the remedy being very simple. 

The electuary must be the same as described un- 
der the head of catarrh or cough (page 22), with 
conserve of roses, rosa hooey ; the dose being the 
same. For the thirst, I recommend toast and water, 
with a few cammomile flowers infused. 



Inflammatory Fever. 
The inflammatory fever proceeds from many 
causes ; sometimes a neglected pleurisy, or errone- 
ously treated ; an obstruction of the lungs, or of the 
liver, of the mesentery, &c Its symptoms may be 
known by the urine, which is heated and mixed with 
heterogeneous particles. But there are many others 
that confirm it» vis,, a great dryness of throat, a 
quick and burning sensation in tho region of the 
liver | the tongue is thick and discoloured. If the 
patient feel nausea, he must take an emetic. If he 
feel costive, recourse must be had to mild laxatives, 
such ai cream of tartar, and bitters, during his con- 
valesrency. 



Putrid Fever. 
The symptom* of this fever are very apparent : 
it is more prevalent in damp countries than in dry 
ones, where it is epidemic. It shews itself by a ge- 
neral trembling of the body ; the tongue thickens 
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and becomes black ; the complexion becomes dis- 
coloured and livid ; head-achs and giddiness follow; 
the expectoration (spitting) is black and coaly. 

Remedy. 
Let an emetic be immediately taken, composed 
of fifteen grains of ipecacuanha, of one grain of tar- 
tar emetic, in a glass of mild purgative of cammo- 
mile, with bitters. Should the patient feel any stu- 
por, a blister must be applied to the calf of each leg. 



IMMODERATE FLOW OF MENSTRUAL 

COURSES. 

This affection is not so common among females as 
the contrary ones, viz., when they are suppressed or 
late in coming forth; and although extremely 
troublesome, are not so dangerous, but they produce 
a greater weakness. 

The remedies in general use are, mild laxatives, 
such as cream of tartar, nitrated lemonade, vinegar 
and water, applied to the back and parts. 



GRAVEL. 



It were needless to dwell at length on the symp- 
toms of this disease, they are manifest of them- 
selves, by painful sensations in the loins and kidneys. 
It may also be detected in the urine. This disease 
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has many causes, bat the most common is, a neglect- 
ed or an erroneously treated syphilis (the venereal) ; 
at all events, I have never met with a case but the 
patient confirmed my opinion in his answers. Per- 
haps I may be asked, -bow comes it that many honest 
and virtuous females should be thus affected? My 
answer is, because they have bad husbands. 

I must in this place relate a remarkable instance 
of the error of many physicians arid surgeons in re* 
gard to the real cause which produces this disease. 
A few months after my arrival in this country, I 
was called to .attend a patient in M add ox-street, 
Hanover-square, London, He was confined to his 
bed for a chronic affection of the loins, and gravel. 
A consultation of eight medical men bad been call- 
ed, who all agreed that he must have taken some 
poisonous matter. I could not help smiling at such 
an assertion, and told him that the poison which 
produced the disease was neither oxides nor metallic 
salts, as my brethren had stated, but a complication 
of venereal affections, which he had neglected, or 
treated erroneously, and that any poison he might 
have taken would have affected the entrails. He 
replied, he was sure I had guessed the cause of the 
pains he suffered. He then requested I would take 
him under my care, since those gentlemen of the 
consultation had declared his case an hopeless one. 
I undertook him, and treated him for the. cause I had 
judged, and three weeks after he walked to the city 
without the assistance of his stick ; three. months af- 
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ter he was completely restored to health by the fol- 
lowing medicine : — 

Dissolve in half a pint of rain water, filtered 
through some blotting paper, one dram of ammonia 
muriate (salt of ammonia) ; ten grains of corrosive 
sublimate. Put the whole into a three-gill bottle 
and fill it with the following decoction : 

Sarsaparilla, one ounce.; 

Stick liquorice, one ounce ; 

Mezereon root, half a dram ; 

Isinglass, half a dram. 
The above to be boiled in three quarts of water 
during three hours, and then strained. H alf a pound 
of sugar to be added. This quantity, much reduc- 
ed, will fill only two bottles. The dose is, a table 
spoonful every morning and evening* 



HEMORRHAGE. 

There are several sorts~of hemorrhage, some are 
exterior, others interior. A certain effort in the 
stomach by some circumstances, such as currying or 
lifting any considerable weight, may occasion the 
rupture of a viscera, or blood vessel. The external ones 
may happen by the nose, proceeding from a blow, 
from the extraction of a tooth, in short, from a wound 
which may have been reiojured.

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INFLAMMATION OF THE LIVER. 

The inflammation of the liver proceeds from vari- 
ous causes : various kinds of intemperance most fre- 
quently bring on this disease ; impure water, for in- 
stance, unwholesome food, &c. &c. 

It commonly manifests itself by powerful sensa- 
tions in the region where it is situated, but still more 
between the shoulders. Sometimes the patient can m 
not sleep otherwise than in a raised or elevated pos- 
ture in bed, being unable to stretch himself, in which 
case the pains are more severe. 

The Remedies in use are. 
Nitrate of potash, twelve gi ains, in a cup of the 
decoction of marshmallow root, or the following 
syrup- 
Gentian, half an ounce ; 
White helebore, one dram ; 
Carbonate of potash, one dram ; 
Cam mom ile flowers, one dram. 
The above to be boiled in a pint of water for about 
1 5 minutes, then strained, and half a pound of sugar 
to be added. A table spoonful to be taken three or 
four times -a day. 



INFLAMMATION OF THE LOINS. 



: The inflammation of the loins generally proceeds 
from chronic and constitutional disorders, gravel, and 
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obstructions of the kidneys. But as these different 
causes make no alteration in the manner of treat- 
ment for that part, the easiest mode, and at the same 
time the speediest, is given for the relief of the pa- 
tient, by detailing those from which a selection can 
be made according to the convenience and means of 
those with whom necessity is a want. Emolient 
poultices, with lintseed, mixed with the decoction of 
marshmallow root, applied to the part twice a day. 
Mild and light laxatives, viz., cream of tartar, castor 
oil, tamarinds, warm baths. If the pain should re- 
turn a few days after the patient has experienced 
some relief, recourse may be had to the following 
plaster- 
Burgundy pitch, six ounces ; 
Olive oil, two ounces ; 
Carbonate of iron, one ounce ; 
Opium, two drams, v 
The above to be well mixed and applied to the 
part. 

INFLAMMATION OF THE BLADDER. 

To describe the causes which produce the inflam- 
mation of the bladder would be needless, because this 
work is intended for those who do not understand 
them. The effects will merely be pointed out in or- 
der that the person thus afflicted may know it by its 
symptoms. There is no real inflammation of the 
bladder without the loins being also affected, as well 
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ass the kidneys. The urine is red and inflamed. It 
causes a burning sensation in the canal of the ure- 
thra* It does not pass freely, because the neck of 
the ladder is. contracted. 

;, The following are the most usual remedies, and 
certainly the best, via., refreshing purgatives, such. 
as tamarinds, syrup of cucumber, or the; following

YELLOW JAUNDICE.

, Ope ounce of cream of tartar every other day, and 
about half a. pound of boiled carrots every day* > 
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■ If this remedy* simple a* it is; ttere dot effieacious, 
I would point out totbers ; but having promised- to 
simplify the remedied and to place them within reach 
of every individual, I shall therefore confine myself 
to that which I have adopted a thousand times with 
success ; and if any patient do but try it, he will have 
reason to be satisfied with his carrots, without hav- 
ing recourse to those nostrums in the shape of piUs, 
&c. &€., and highly colored phials. 



NERVOUS AFFECTIONS—PALPITATION 

OF THE HEART. 

The palpitation of the heart is almost always ac- 
companied with weakness of nerve* tisceral obstruc- 
tions* &c &c* because the leading blood vessels are 
connected with it. If, there fe obstruction, with great 
palpitation of heart, it k aa unfortunate case lor 
those who might fall under the care of unskilful per* 
sons, because a trifling complaint may be contented, 
by erroneous treatment, into a serious and dan- 
gjeroqj ow, as I shaU poi»t out* t 

Since my residence in <Newoaetle> I had two pa* 
tients thus affected. A gentleman {to whom I have 
permission to refer), during five years felt such pow- 
erful palpitations- of the heart, accompanied with so 
continual a spitting of blood, had, in fact, become so 
weak, that he discontinued his profession. During 
the time of his complaint. he had been under the care 
of some medical men of London and Newcastle, 
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without relief. He had been given to understand 
that it was an enlargement of the heart, and that 
there was no hope of a cure. In short, he came to 
me and asked me what I thonght of his complaint. 
Having put various questions to him, 1 replied, I 
thought he might have been cured in five days at 
that time, instead of expecting to die every day dur- 
ing five years. I attended him during three weeks, 
and at the present period he is, perhaps, the strong- 
est and most robust man in Newcastle. 

The second case is that of a young lady, who dur- 
ing three years has also travelled to London on ac- 
count of the same complaint, receiving the same 
opinion, viz., that her case wa9 an enlargement of 
the heart. I confess this was a novelty for me.— 
When I state that the palpitation of the heart pro- 
ceeds from the obstruction of the viscera, one must 
be sensible that all aperients must bring immediate 
relief. But when the patient has been weakened for 
years by improper remedies, such as useless and re- 
peated blood-letting, mercury (an universal remedy), 
then the treatment is necessarily longer, and tonics 
must be added to the aperients, according to the 
following simple compound — 

Enula campana, one ounce ; 

Colombo, two drams ; 

Dry orange peel, half an ounce ; 

Gentian, one dram ; * -i 

Cinnamon, one dram ; 

Sulphate of iron, two drams. 
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The whole to be put into a bottle of wine. Tlie 
sulphate of iron must be dissolved in a small glass of 
boiling water, arid added to the contents of the 'bot- 
tle, when it must be allowed to stand for eight or ten 
dajtf and then strained. A table spoonful to be taken 
two or three times a dav. 

In the early stages of the complaint, aperients 
will be found to answer the purpose, such as steel 
wine, steel pills, &c. ' 



PALSY. 

» * 

This* complaint, which characterises old age and 
the coldness of the blood, sometimes manifests itself 
among young people, but there are always some vi- 
cious causes which bring it on. The symptoms are 
so visible that a detail of the causes is a needless task. 

My advice to those who are thus afflicted, is never 
to allow themselves to be bled, because out of a hun- 
dred who are bled in the first attack, there are not 
twenty saved: and it commonly happens that this 
surgical operation fixes the complaint, whilst, on the 
contrary, if the patient has not been bled, there is 
greater hope of relief, if not of a cure, at least for a 
great many. For my part, I have always declined 
undertaking any case of the kind. When consulted 
on the subject, my first question is to ascertain if the 
patient has been bled in the first attack ; and should 
the answer be in the affirmative, I then recommend 
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the patient to apply to soma individual of greater 
ability thto myself. 

Thate remedies which cat) itop the cowse $f tlwr 
attack Ate> interior . stimulants, «ktork>r ilibefiaiis, 
and halting the e^remitifes. ' It is bet* teqefefc* 
that a proper definition of the tbrms, stimulant, fube- 
fiaos* : aqd sinapism, shohld be girtn .

mouth a* often a* the patient can bear jt, without 
pain to the month or teeth* 
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This complaint has often dreadful cpuseqi^enees. 
It js the consequence of a weakness of the brain ; 
sometimes after a long fever and painful illness, or 
an excessive indulgence in ardent spirits. Tno 
symptoms are not so speedy a$ in many, other com- 
plaints of the kind 1 bey. manifest themselves by 
degrees : bat having, once reached it3 height, it is dif- 
ficult to stop its course. At the moment of the at- 
tack, a pail of cold water should be showered on the 
head of the individual, and when appeased or calm- 
ed, the patiept must then submit to the proper ' re- 
medy, viz., energetic purgatives, cpld and acidulated 
drinks. Lptions applied to the head, as follows ; 

Nitrate of potash, two ounces: 

Ammonia muriate*, one ounce ;

The whole to be well mixed ; and when bdth the 
sak* are dissolved, some rags, must be dipped in and 
applied to the head, on which they must remain un- 
til dry* 

This illness, which many people call decline and 
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consumption, has many causes, but in this country the 
most common cause is the climate; Sometimes the 
atmosphere is so replete with dangerous dampness, 
that those who are obliged to breathe it feel the con- 
sequences, and if they neglect to cure the cold pro- 
duced by this circumstance j (I mean when the damp 
is thick and unwholesome,) the lungs soon swell, the 
breath becomes short, the lymph thickens, and the 
spitting increases; coughing follows. Should there 
be a disposition to asthma, it is in favour of the pa- 
tient. If, however, the lungs have experienced a 
previous shock to this, though foreign to the latter 
but perhaps natural, then phthisis declares itself, 
and the patient, who thinks he labours under a sim- 
ple, cold, neglects himself until it becomes too late to 
stop its progress; 

There are still many other causes that produce 
this complaint. A scrofulous affection which mani- 
fests itself inwardly, as may be observed every day. 
For instance, in one family two out of four children 
are found to be scrofulous, because the evil appears 
outwardly, either in the glands of the neck or some 
other part of the body : the two other appear heal- 
thy, but in time become consumptive: hence 1 con- 
elude the- four must have been scrofulous. The 
complaint manifested itself outwardly with the two 
former children, and inwardly with the two others. ' 

Experimental operations in these cases are incon- 
testible, inasmuch as the affection declares itself out- 
wardly or inwardly, and is always to be discovered 
in the lytnphatic glands. 
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Another cause often proceeds from syphilitic af- 
fections (venereal complaints) either neglected or er- 
roneously treated. 

. The same demonstration might be here given for 
this' complaint as for scrofnla, trot it would be use- 
less, for in these two last cases there is no remedy. ' 

In the first, however, if the complaint be imme- 
diately attended to, a cure may be effected, because 
the affection is merely accidental ; but in . the two 
others, the one is natural, the other vicious. 

The following are the remedies I have sometimes 
used advantageously, and in some cases without

success — 

Saffron, one dram ; 
Sulphate of potash, half a dram ; 
Marshmallow, one ounce; 
White poppy heads, two. ~ 
These must be boiled in a pint and a half of wa- 
ter for about twenty minutes, then strained, adding 
afterwards half a pound of sugar, and four df ams of 
diluted sulphuric acid.

^Ff Jitt^ glass,' fttfatajtd taic|dling fine, four 

jSpirits of turpentine, one pint. 
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Put the whole into an earthen pipkin. Let it 
stand in a satice pan on the fire. Pat the water in 
it ; Jet it bolt a little, mixing the gum and the spirits' 
well all the* time. There must be at least one hour's 
ebullition, that the tincture may be good. The gums' 
reqtiire to be well stirred, otherwise they would cpim» 
geal, and form at the bottom of the pipkin an impe- 
netrable mastic: it is for this reason that the pound- 
ed glass is added, which has no other quality than' 
that it divides the gums and prevents the encrttsta-- 
tion. As I before stated, when the solution is over 
it is passed or strained, or the substances are allowed 
to stand, and the tincture is battled. The doze is 
from twenty to thirty drops, in any kind of liquid. 



Rheumatisms arising from the use of mercury re-' 
quire a determined remedyy and it is only by neu- 
tralizing this mineral that it can be accomplished*— 
Thousands of persons become' victims to the ignor- 
ance of those who -have administered it to them, and 
who have no knowledge of antidote to neutralize it*. 
If these practitioners would but devote some atten- 
tion to chemistry, they would better urideritaiid the: 
strength or weakness, the propriety or impropriety 
of the remedies they administer, for every article of 
the kind has its antidote, which can. only be disco- 
vered by chemical experiments. But what dor I say 
of experiments? They are. already: proved, and 
those persons should pro6t by them. They give de- 
coctions of sarsaparilla, but I will tell them that a 
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vegetable rarely neutralizes such a mineral as mer- 
cury. It is true it acts by perspiration, bat this ef- 
fect is but a secondary one in a compound for the 
object in question, as I shall presently shew. Gold, 
iron, or mineral kermes, will neutralize mercury; 
especially kermes. If those who are ever ready with 
the knife and lancet (for inward and outward com- 
plaints) would dissolve sublimate of mercury in a 
bottle and afterwards cast into it some kermes, they 
would find that both minerals are neutralized, and 
that in the dissolution not an atom remains of either* 
It is for this reason I always use mineral kermes in 
the remedy I give for mercurial complaints. 

Example. 

Sarsaparilla, one ounce ; 

Guaicum (wood), one ounce; 

Liquorice (wood), one ounce ; 

Mezereon, three drams ; 

Mineral kermes, two drams. 
These must be boiled in three quarts of water for 
three hours, and half a pound of sugar added after 
it has been strained. A wine glassful to be taken 
morning and evening* 



Rheumatisms which have their origin in com- 
plaints which have been neglected or badly treated, 
and have become constitutional, I mean by syphile- 
tic or venereal causes, are very common, because 
those complaints are treated with mercury, and it 
produces little, beneficial effect in so damp a country, 

G 
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and so changeable a climate, as England, unless 
it be amalgamated or mixed: 1 haye tried it in pills 
without ever succeeding: it affects the month, as. 
well £g the glands and the head, according to the 
temperature of the atmosphere, and this because the 
dissolution of the pills is too slow. I have tried its 
effects in a liquid state, mixed, in a thick syrup, and 
have invariably succeeded, as I will show at the arti- 
cle of syphilitic complaints. I must, however, con- 
tinue my observations on this latter species of rheu- 
matism. 

Many persons, after having, been attacked with 
venereal affections, have undergone a course of mer- 
curial pills, and afterwards U6ed injections to com- 
plete the cure, fancying themselves cured because 
there were no outward signs ; but, notwithstanding 
this, the complaint has remained in the glands, and 
now and then manifests itself, perhaps slightly, for 
some years. It is a fire which smothers itself,, for, 
sooner or later, it breaks out with more raging fury, 
whether in rheumatism, quincy.in the throat, erysi- 
pelas, dreadful head-achs, eruptions on the skin, 
scurvy, &c. &c. After all, persons thus affected will 
not believe that what they experience or suffer pro- 
ceeds from such a cause, because they persuade 
themselves they have been cured. Even their wives 
are affected in the same manner, and neither party 
knows the cause. Some of their children bear evi- 
dent marks of it, by scrofulous affections. This is 
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not the entire "result of this complaint, there are 
many others, such as strictures, dysury, strangury, 
gravel, &c. &c. 

Here follows a remedy which may answer for a 
coarse of a few months, adapted to each sex, and 
which prevents the inconveniences I have alluded to* 

Sarsaparilla, one ounce ; 

Sassafras, one ounce; 

Stick liquorice, one ounce ; 

Mezereon, three drams ; 

Diaphoretic antimony, two drams. 
These must be boiled in three quarts of water for 
three hours, then strained, and half a pound of sugar 
added. A wide glassful to he taken morning and 
evening. 

The remedies I give in such cases cause no inter- 
ruption to business, or regular exercises. There ts 
no danger by exposure to cold or heat* 



SCURVY, 

Thfere ate many causes for this complaint ; it is 
constitutional or systematic. In this country the 
name of scurvy is given to many affections which 
-have no affinity to it, -particularly in scrofulous cases, 
psoric, &c. These, I say, are commonly called 
scorbutic. This complaint, however, has greater in- 
conveniences than merely affecting the external parts, 
for there can be no scorbutic affection without the 
internal parts being infected. 
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The real scurvy, I maintain, attacks the liver anil 
the lungs. The mouth is so much tainted that the 
breath is insupportable ; smarting pains are felt be- 
tween the shoulders and in the region of the liver; 
the teeth become black, the gums decay and fall in 
pieces, and sometimes the amigdals detach them- 
selves from the jaws. 

The remedy most in use for this affection, and with 
success, is, spirits of cochlearea; It is well known in 
the London pharmacopoeia, but not used. I even 
doubt its being kept by many chemists in England. 
1 am, therefore, under the necessity of supplying a 
compound to answer the purpose. 

Parreyra brava, half an ounce; 

Olibanum, half au ounce; 

Dry lemon peel, half an ounce ; 

Aloes saccotorin, one ounce; 

White agaric, three drams ; 

Gentian, one dram. 
These must be put into a pint and a half of -spirits 
of wine, rum, or brandy. The bottle to be shaken 
every day during eight or ten days, and the contents 
to be strained. Three tea spoonsful to be taken in 
a cup of tea or coffee, twice a day. The bottle con- 
taining the ingredients should hold at least a quart, 
that there may be sufficient room to shake the mix- 
ture well. A nother remedy : — 

Water cresses, six ounces ; 

Red cabbage, six ounces ; 

Sulphate of potash, one dram ; 

Cammomile flowers, four drams. 
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To be boiled in two quarts of water for abort 30 
minutes, strained, and half a pound of sugar added. 
A table spoonful to be taken three times a day. 



INWARD ULCERS. 

Numerous causes produce inward ulcers in the 
different parts. If the course be a vicious one, it 
must undergo a regular treatment ; if the ulcer is 
merely accidental, it is easier to cicatrise it. It is 
the duty of those persons who feel such symptoms, 
to ascertain whether in the course of their lives they 
have laboured under some complaint/ which, having 
been neglected, may have fixed itself inwardly; 
then, as I before mentioned, the cause must be treat* 
ed with a view to destroy the effect, and if no vicious 
or foreign cause be attributable, recourse may be had 
to the following remedy : — 

Balsam of Peru, three drams ; 

Balsam of Tolu, three drams ; 

Venice turpentine (boiled), one ounce. 
Let the above be made into pills, and well mixed. 
From four to six may be taken every day. 



GOUT. 

r 

This complaint, notwithstanding all the researches 
that have been made, has not yet found its remedy. 
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It may be immediately relieved* It generally results 
from the want of ejercise and checked perspirfctton* 
It is among isactire iperao&s that this mdly ci*uel 
complaint is very manifest. 

The husbandman who tills the ground, the me- 
chanic who lives by t!be sweat of his brow, are rare- 
ly seen to be attacked with the gout. This com- 
plaint rages under the roaf of the rich, the priest, 
the counsellor, the -physician, &c. Sec. Even persons 
of middling classes are seen attacked with it ; but it 
is when they abfcttcton their primitive exercises, and 
content themselves with merely overlooking their 
workmen. Among those may be enumerated most 
of the hotel and tavern keepers ; not twenty oftt of 
a hundred but are attacked with gout or rheumatism. 
From these considerations it is natural to infer, that 
the want of exercise occasions a want of perspira- 
tkm, and that the absence of perspiration occasions 
those diseases to which many men are liable accSftHbg 
to such an hypothesis. 

Many remedies have been suggested for the gout, 
but of all those which have appeared tip to the pre- 
sent period, not one has been found to attaifc the de- 
sired object. It is true they afford relief, trat even- 
tually they accelerate the death of many a person, 
from the circumstance that those remedies are ex- 
tracted from venemous plants, such as black helle- 
bore, colchicum (meadow saffron), &c. &c. The use 
of these remedies is very dangerous. They may be 
compared with opium, vrhich gives great relief;

but the, immoderate use. of such . remedies produces? 
many comphtiptft, and: ev*a t . death. 

The remedy I give possesses the property of re- 
lieving the •poti^nt > a$4 of removing the gout from 
the. part where it has. fixed itself* in the space of three 
or four days, without causing the same inconvenien- 
ces as those enumerated above* 

Aloes saccotorin, one ounce ; 
Gum guaicum, one ounce ; 
Myrrh, half an ounce ; 
Tincture of galbanum, three drams. 

The above, with a pint of spirits of wine or run*, 
mast be put into a wine bottle, and well shaken for 
ten days, after which, strained. From one to three 
tea spoonsful may be taken in a cup of tea or coffee, 
twice a day. 

The patient must proportion the dose to his con- 
stitution, that is to say, a sufficient quantity must be 
taken to keep the body open, and produce three or 
four motions a day during the attack. A speedy re- 
lief chiefly depends upon this. When I say the dose 
must be measured according to the constitution,, it is 
because what operates with one individual, may pro- 
duce no effect whatever upon another. Thus a per- 
son may begin with a single tea spoonful and so in- 
crease the quantity until the object be attained,— 
Many persons attacked with gout have boasted of the 
excellence of eolchicum, which they tise.to find some 
relief. To those persons I have neither given any 
direct answer, nor joined in conversation, because if 
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they are pleased to deceive themselves by a supersti- 
tious credulity, it is a difficult task to draw them 
from their error. 

Since my residence in England, I have had many 
similar ca^es, A captain, from Gosport, once asked 
me my opinion of tincture of colchicum, which he 
was taking in my presence. 1 told him he would he 
radically cured in a few months : in fact, five months 
after he died through his own fault ; that is to say, 
he poisoned himself with a view of effecting a cure. 
It would require an entire volume to enumerate all 
such similar cases. 



WEAKNESS OF THE ORGANS OR 
GENERATIVE POWERS. 

Many persons who are still in the prime of life* 
experience a general weakness of the organs.— 
Such weakness is attributable to many causes, viz* : 
immoderate indulgence in ardent spirits, excesses, 
&c. all of which, from motives of delicacy, I do not 
intend to enumerate. In short, as has been before 
mentioned, such weakness may proceed from com- 
plaints which have been either neglected or errone- 
ously treated, and consequently become constitution- 
al. I must here repeat a former statement, viz.: 
that if an attempt be made to cure the complaint,. it 
becomes requisite to attack the cause ; therefore, if 
the organic weakness proceed from a former com? 
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plaint it must be eradicated before any attempt be 
made to regain strength, for all remedies without 
such a precaution are fruitless. But if the cause be 
merely debility, one may have recourse to a speedy 
remedy, and without any other precaution:— 

Stygmate of saffron, one dram ; 

Rhubarb, one dram ; 

White agaric, one dram ; 

Theriaca of Venice, two drams ; 

Zedoer, one dram ; 

Jalap, oiie dram; 

Scammony, one dram ; 

Dry orange peel, half an ounce; 

Colombo root, half an ounce. 
Put the above ingredients into a pint and a half 
of rum or brandy, exposed to the heat of the fire, or 
in the sun, for ten or twelve days. After being 
strained, half a table spoonful may be taken two or 
three times a day. 

Another ways — 

Cocoa in powder, six ounces ; 

Cinnamon in powder, half an ounce; 

Dry roeootL, half an ounce ; 

Ssgar of Vanilla, six drams v 

Sugar, six ounces* 
Tkta aromatic and strengthening powder restores 
ea&'gy in old ag«; it strengthens the stomach and 
the organs. The doze is a table spoonful twice a 
day, in a cup of tea, colfee, or chocolate. 

H 
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CEPHALALGY, OR HEAD-ACHS. 

These are produced by many causes. The most 
common by a superabundance of bile, a weakness of 
the stomach, weakness of nerves and of the organs, 
the state of the blood, in short by rheumatic and 
constitutional complaints. 

It is easy to relieve head-achs if the cause be only 
accidental, viz. : owing to bile, state of the blood, or 
weakness. But if there be a constitutional complaint, 
it is necessary, as I have before stated in regard to 
several other cases, to treat the cause before any at- 
tempt be made to stop or check the effect. 

When the head-ach proceeds from bile the most 
effectual remedy is an emetic, viz, : a vomit. Because 
tartar emetic by itself is too powerful for many con- 
stitutions, I do not recommend it. The one here- 
under mentioned is very mild, and easy to make up : 
Tartar emetic, half an ounce ; 
Ipecacuanha, two drams ; 
Cream of tartar, four ounces. 

Let these be well mixed, then eighteen grains may 
be taken in a wine glassful of cold water. 

As soon as vomitting has commenced, some warm 
water must be drank each time, as much as possible, 
the same as for an emetic. When vomitting has 
ceased, the patient must repose himself, and take 
something strengthening : this emetic should always 
be the first thing taken in the morning. 

If the head-ach should be caused by the state of 
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the blood, or a determination of blood to the head, 
which produces giddiness, then the circulation most 
be brought about : the effects are easily distinguished 
by the heat it produces in the face. The course may 
be easily changed in a few days as follow: — 

Dry orange leaves, two drams; 

Gentian root, two drams; 

Cammomile flowers, one dram ; 

Sulphate of iron, three drams. 
These must be boiled in a pint of water for about 
fifteen minutes, strained, and half a pound of sugar 
added. A table spoonful to be taken two or three 
times a day. 

If the pains are caused by weakness of the stomach 
or of nerves, it is equally easy to determine the symp- 
toms ; they are very different from the two former 
cases, because digestion is imperfect. The patient 
frequently feels vapours, flatulencies, eructations, 
&c. The following is the most successful remedy: 

Peruvian bark, one ounce ; 

Cinnamon, t*o drains; 

Colombo, two drams ; 
Enula campana, three drams ; • 
Carbonate of potash, one dram. 
Having reduced the above to a powder, they must 
be put into a bottle of wine for about a week, then 
strained. A table spoonful to be taken twice a day. 
The patient must again be cautioned as to the pro- 
priety of recollecting whether he be also affected by 
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any disease become constitutional— venereal, psoric, 
or scorbutic— because these latter must be the first 
and chief aim, or, as has been before stated, the re- 
medies will not prove effectual. 



CACHEXY. 

Intemperance produces this illness ; a vicious or 
improper treatment, the abuse of purgatives, infant 
scorbutic affections, scrofula, venereal, &c. all of 
which have reached their highest pitch. 

The habit of body is necessarily attacked* The 
complexion becomes pale, livid, and discoloured ; a 
leanness follows, often accompanied with swellings. 
Great precautions are required when this disease 
has gained such a point At first, gentle remedies 
must be administered — tonic and purgatives amal- 
gamated (mixed). The tonics by themselves would 
aot answer, because the patient would he too costive ; 
nor would purgatives alone suffice, because they 
weaken too much, and the patient is already so by 
his severe sufferings. It is therefore necessary to 
have a compound which may combine both quali- 
ties: — 

Gum guaicum, one ounce ; 

Aloes, one ounce ; 

Myrrh, one ounce ; 

Scammony, two drams ; 

Agaric, one dram ; 
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Rhubarb, one dram ; 

Benjamin, one dram and a half; 

Mace, one dram and a half; 

Cinnamon, one dram and a half. 
The whole must be put into a pint and a half of 
spirits of wine! rum, or brandy. Daring ten or 
twelve days the bottle must be well shaken, and the 
contents strained. Two tea spoonsful to be taken in 
a cup of tea, coffee, &c. once a day. While using 
the remedy, the bottle must always be kept exposed 
to the heat of the fire or the sun. 



SCROFULA. 

Scrofulous affections have various causes, but the 
most common is that which is generated from the 
parent, who, before his marriage, has laboured un- 
der a neglected venereal affection, or improperly 
treated ; because, as has been before stated, many be* 
lieve themselves cured from having paid for it: in short, 
the other causes may proceed from the bad milk of 
the mother; and lastly, it is generated from the one of 
the two families, for this dreadful affliction is more 
or less visible among several generations. Hence it 
is that this complaint becomes natural among some 
of the children, though it remains situated in the 
lymphatic glands, sometimes for years, before it 
manifests itself. However, it generally discovers 
itself before the age of twenty, whether in the glands 
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of the neck or some other part of the body ; some- 
times by eruptions of the skin, curvature in the 
bones, and also a general leprous affection over the 
whole body, &c. &c. 

There is no country in Europe where this com- 
plaint is more manifest than in England, nor where 
its remedy is less known. When I arrived in Eng- 
land, I was surprised at the circumstance. In the 
space of ten years, I have treated upwards of 2,000 
persons, all of whom have recovered, and who had 
previously been informed that there was no cure for 
their complaint. The same circumstance has occur- 
red in Newcastle. Many patients I have had here 
who were condemned, some to the loss of an arm, 
others of a leg, and who now (without having used 
any external application,) have the entire use of their 
limbs, and consequently are no longer inclined to lose 
them. 

I would here ask those who perform these opera- 
tions, whether they think that by amputating a limb 
they will cure an affection of the lymphatic glands ? 
To attain such an object I think the head might as 
well be taken off. Among those affected with scro- 
fula in Newcastle, I have had a child, nine years of 
age, which bad been under the care of the medical 
gentlemen of the town during seven years. The 
bones of several of her fingers had fallen ; those of 
the legs were decaying and falling to pieces, and as 
I have before mentioned, her attendants had declar- 
ed that there was no remedy. Why not have said 
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so the first year, so as not to pat the family to enor- 
mous and useless expense. There are twenty simi- 
lar cases here which I could adduce. Mr S. a 
butcher in the Borough Market, London, after hav- 
ing spent L300 for his daughter without deriving any 
benefit* he was told the only resource left was sea- 
bathing, This method of getting rid of a patient is 
ingenious. But if, after trying the effect of all sorts of 
medicine without success, sea-bathing alone can cure 
all these complaints, all physicians, surgeons, apothe- 
caries, chemists, &c, along with their medicine and 
drugs, are quite useless, since by ducking oneself se- 
ven or eight times in the water the object is attained. 
These baths, however, do not always answer the ex- 
pectation of those whose credulity has been abused. 
Miss S. returned from Margate much worse than she 
had been. I was called in, and the father having 
told me the expense he had been at, &c, my reply was, 
I was sorry he had spent such an enormous sum 
uselessly, but that I would cure her for three pounds, 
which I accomplished. During the last two years 
she was the most healthy of the family. 

I must also relate here another more surprising 
example, and equally important to families who do 
not know the manner in which this terrible disease 
developes itself, sooner or later. I should not thus 
bring the case under such notice, were it not that 
many persons in Newcastle have seen the individual, 
' and are ready to verify my statement. The person 
to whom I alluded had, until the age of 18, enjoyed 
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a good health, was strong and robust. The com- 
plaint manifested itself in one tangle day, by 75 ul- 
cers about the body, 20 of which were about the head. 
He actually lost his nose. Finally, after having un- 
dergone various treatments, &c, his family was in- 
formed that he was incurable. My attendance was 
requested : I gave a prescription, and was asked what 
I ordered for the ulcers on the body. I replied, 1 
had nothing to do with the effects of the complaint, 
but that my chief aim was at the cause, and that 
when the cause was destroyed, the ulcers would dis- 
appear. I was ten months in curing him, and that 
without any external application. The ulcers were 
dried up in one day, and now, that is to say five years 
since, he is the most healthy and robust man of the 
family : the only blemish about him being the loss of 
his nose, the restoration of which, I confess, is be- 
yond my ability. I might relate a hundred similar 
examples, but I must limit myself to what I have 
mentioned, because it must now be evident to all the 
inhabitants of Newcastle, that scrofulous affections 
are curable, without amputating or catting the af- 
fected part ; I have proved it sufficiently. 

The remedies for this complaint are so simple, but 
tedious, that many persons place no confidence inthem, 
because, say they, how comes it that after so many 
operations, applications, &c. &c. so simple a remedy 
should cure such an inveterate disease* Certataly 
it is singular enough, when so matiy experiments 
have heen made, that such a remedy should remove 
a complaint which has baffled so many efforts. Such, 
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however, is the superstition of persons. Bat 
if they judged rather better, they would consi- 
der that all the experiments are nothing if not relat- 
ed to the complaint which is to be cured. 

The remedies here given are extremely plain, but 
they are effectual, provided the patient persevere 
until cured. 

Cinchona (Peruvian bark), one ounce.; 
Gentian, half an ounce; 
Rhatany, half an ounce.; 
Sulphate of iron, one dram ; 
Ammonia muriate, one dram. 
These ingredients must be put into a bottle of 
wine during eight or ten days, and then strained. — 
A table spoonful to be taken twice a day. 

Another:— 
Cinchona, one ounce ; 
Gentian, half an ounce ; 
Rhatany, half an ounce; 
Carbonate of potash, one dram. 
To be put into a pint and a half of rum, brandy, 
&c. for eight or ten days, and then strained. A ta- 
ble spopnful to be taken twice a day, or among some 
syrup. 

With the exception of ammonia muriate, which 
must not be in the bottle, the first remedy may also 
be used as follows : — Let the ingredients be boiled 
for about 15 minutes, and then strained ; after which, 
one dram of ammonia muriate may be added, with 
half a pound of sugar. One table spoonful twice a day. 
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THE VENEREAL DISEASE. 



It may be said that venereal complaints are the 
plague of England, because of the want of due 
precaution on the part of government to prevent 
them. Besides which, the erroneous principle upon 
which they are treated perpetuates that affection un- 
der their real effects, and divides them into a hun- 
dred others which appear to differ from the primitive 
one, but which, though having changed in appear* 
ance, are derived essentially from the ordinary dis- 
ease: these are manifest by ulcers in the throat, 
in the month, about the tongue, the lips, the nose, 
internal and external abscesses, eruptions, Sec- 
Many of my brethren call these affections, when they 
affect the lips, the mouth, the nose, &c. cancers, but 
they are mistaken. If they paid a little more atten- 
tion, they would see that they are venereal chancres: 
if, also, they were willing to make the experiment, 
they would perceive that it is their mode of treat- 
ment which changes the nature of this complaint 
and reproduces it under many symptoms, because, 
as I have before shewn, if the parts affected with 
venereal chancre are dried up before a regular treat- 
ment be undergone, most assuredly they reappear, 
some time or other, upon some other part of the 
body. Such as using injections in some other cases, 
after taking some mercurial pills, these bring on ab- 
scess, gravel, stricture, &c. 

Many of the profession also think that by putting 
a patient into a state of salivation a cure must be ef-

fected. They also are mistaken; it is quite other- 
wise, because so long as the patient is in that state 
he cannot continue the remedy, therefore it is a los9 
of time, and the cure is retarded. 

When mercurial frictions were in use in French 
hospitals (30 years ago) the principal physicians were 
alarmed when they saw a patient in a state of saliva- 
tion, because, as they stated, the cure was sometimes 
retarded by a fortnight, owing to the particular cir- 
cumstance. 

When the infection has been recently caught, a 
small quantity of mercury amalgamated in a sudori- 
fic syrup is essential : one must be particularly cau- 
tious in administering it in a country so damp as 
England ; the effects of it are dreadful, and frequent- 
ly worse than the complaint for which it has been 
administered. I shall here point out the compound 
remedies which 1 have used successfully during 20 
years for chancres, buboes, phimosis, &c. : — 

Corrosive sublimate, twelve grains; 

Ammonia muriate, thirty grains. 
To be dissolved in half a pint of rain water ; the 
same being put into a common wine bottle, fill it 
with a decoction made as follows : — 

Sarsaparilla, one ounce ; 

Sassafras, one ounce ; 

Stick liquorice, one ounce - r 

Mezereon, three drams ; 

Isinglass, three drams ; 
These must be boiled in three quarts of rain v^ater 
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for three hours and then strained, to which add half 
a pound of sugar ; then fill the bottle, and take a ta- 
ble spoonful every morning and evening. 

Another — 

Distilled water, four ounces ; 

Corrosive sublimate, eight grains ; 

Ammonia muriate, fifteen grains ; 

Laudanum, one dram. 
These must be \te\\ mixed. The doze is from 
thirty to forty drops, morning and evening, in a cup 
of water in which a little gum arabic has been dis- 
solved, or a cup of milk. 

This last solution is more suitable to persons of 
delicate health, and whose stomachs cannot bear the 
various other preparations, such as pills, &c. 



GONORRHEA. 
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It Is not unusual to have recourse to mercury for 
this complaint, which certainly may be cured with- 
out. I substitute for that mineral, diaphoretic an- 
timony, and have invariably succeeded. 

Sarsaparilla, one ounce ; 

Lignum vite, one ounce ; 

Mezereon, three drams ; 

Isinglass, three drams ; 

Diaphoretic antimony, two drams. 
These to be boiled in three quarts of water for 
three hours, then strained; to which add half a

pound of sugar. A wine glassful to be taken morn- 
ing and evening. 

The patient must use a purgative at least twice a 
week. 

TOOTH ACH. 

This affection is so common in all families, that I 
shall, in this place, give a few remedies to relieve 
those cruel pains ; but it is an affection which is very 
difficult not only to cure! but to determine the cause 
which produces it, for there are so many : some suf- 
fer from cold, others from heat, according to the 
constitution of the individual. There are, however, 
causes which are known to every one, viz, hollow 
and decayed teeth, and Auctions. By Auctions, I mean 
a humour circulating towards the roots of the teeth, 
and which swells the cheek on either one side or the 
other arising from cold. 

It is easy to ascertain whether the pain proceeds 
from cold, by putting cold water into one's mouth ; 
if the pain increases, that is the proo£ The part 
aflected must tken be warmed in the following man* 
ner :— Two eggs are to be boiled quite hard, the 
white only must be folded between two linen rags in 
the form of a poultice, which must be applied to the 
part affected at bed time. The contrary cause of the 
pain may also be ascertained, by putting something 
warm in the mouth, in which case the part must be 
cooled as follows :— A linen rag is dipped in cold wa- 
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ter and applied behind the ear, one end banging oa 
the cheek where the pain is felt. This must also be 
done at bed-time. 

In regard to decayed and hollow teeth, the pain, 
frequently proceeds from the admission of air, or of 
food decomposing itself wkbiu. In this case a little 
cotton wool or lint is dipped in liquid ammonia, and 
is then applied to the tootb, wbicb will ease, if not 
remove the pain. 

For fluxions a decoction of poppy heads is made, 
and a portion of it must be held within the mouth, as 
long as possible, each time: linen rags. dipt in it may 
also be applied to the swelled cheeks. There are 
many other remedies, some of which I shall give 
hereafter: but there is no remedy so effectual for a 
hollow tooth as filling it well with lead or mastic. — 
But as lead is a surgical application, I shall merely, 
give (after the two following opes) the mastic> which 
every person can make and apply : — 
Oil of rosemary, one ounce ; 
Tincture of galbanum, half an ounce. 

After giving the bottle containing the above a good 
shaking, dip some cotton wool into the liquid and 
put it into the ear: in most cases the pain ceases al- 
most immediately. There are some persons, how- 
ever, with whom this remedy has not the desired 

effect* . 

Another— 

Alum in powder, two drams ; 

m Nitrous spirits of ether, 9even drams. 
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To be well mixed, and shaken daring two or three 
days. When affected with pain, the sufferer may dip 
a brush into the composition, and with it touch the 
affected tooth. 



Mastic for Jilting decayed Teeth. 
Take the white of an egg, diluted with the same 
-quantity of white lead. When the mastic appears 
sufficiently hard to keep within the tooth, it must 
then be filled, and care must be taken to clean the 
adjoining parts, so that no portion of the composi- 
tion be swallowed. This should be done at night 
before going to bed, because the mastic has the ad- 
vantage of the night to harden itself within the tooth, 
which is a great and essential circumstance. Care 
must also be taken the next day not to eat on that 
side where the mastic has been placed, in order that 
it may not fall before it has hardened itself. 



CORNS, WARTS, EXCRESENCES, &c. 

Nothing can be more disagreeable than these, af- 
fections. It is true they are not dangerous, but they 
cause considerable inconvenience. I shall not enu- 
merate the causes which produce them, their effects 
are sufficiently known ; it will be enough to give fhe 
remedies calculated to remove them* When the 
corns, warts, &c. have been cut, they should be 
touched with a brush dipt in muriatic acid, which 
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will cure them in a short time ; or by the following 
plaster:— 

Bees' wax, two ounces ; 

Rosin, half an ounce ; 

Venice turpentine, one ounce; 

Blue vitriol, one ounce ; 

Black lead, two drams ; 

Arsenic, one dram. 
Pound the vitriol and arsenic well ; put the resin 
and bees' wax into an earthen pipkin on the fire; 
when melted, add the turpentine —mix it well, and 
add the remainder, without letting it boil ; after 
which, put it into boxes before it gets cold. The 
corn or wart having been cut, some of the ointment, 
spread upon a little leather, must be applied to the 
part. This plaster dries up the most inveterate 
sores and poisons open cancers. 
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THE ITCH. 

The itch is a complaint most disagreeable and 
troublesome, which travellers are particularly sus- 
ceptible to by sleeping in filthy beds, and frequently 
from many other causes. There are many kinds, 
but the most common is that commonly called the 
little or minor itch. It appears like an eruption of 
the skin, and that which distinguishes it is, that the 
tpps of the pimples are white, and full of a whitish 
hutnour like water. The inveterate itch is different : 
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the body in this case. is covered with red blotches, 
which are also blueish on the surface. It is much 
more difficult to cure than the former, which may 
be removed in five or six days, after the following 
manner: — The patient must take every morning 
during the time prescribed, two drams of flower of 
sulphur in a cup of milk, and rub his arms and legs 
with the following solution :— 

Corrosive sulriimate, eight grains-; 

Nitre, half a dram ; 

Alum, half a dram ; 

Rain water, one pint. 
These being mixed, the patient must rub himself 
twice a day for six days. This solution brings on a 
speedy ctfre, and has not the inconvenience of many 
other medicines, the smell of which immediately be- 
trays the situation of the person. . 



THE RINGWORM ON THE HEAD. 

None but children are subject to this affection; 
and a? the symptoms are sufficiently manifest/ to de- 
tail the circumstances of the cause would be useless. 
I shall * merely give the curing remedy for it :-»— • 
; ' Chjmtaey Soot, one feunce % 
. Charcoal, one ounce ; 

Flour of sulphur, one ounce; 

Sulphate of potash, one dram. 
These being mixed with a proportionate quautify 
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of lard, the head must be rubbed with it ; previous 
to which' it must have been well washed with *oap 
and water. 






MENTAL DERANGEMENT. 

Ibis unfortunate complaint is ^trttwtaUQ to ai&toy 
causes* such . as domestip troubles, • inverses } of for- 
tune, excesses of aM sorts, mercury, *&c &o. - The 
first cause mentioned here> via.; domestic trouble or 
reverses of fortune, is c*tf emely difficult to *reat or 
cure ; as for the other; there are htipes, and i& some 
respects a certainty of cure, pravifted<ll)e patient \» 
propei ly treated— but, , unfortunately* there aifejep* 
Many are for ever victim* tp an injudicious toe*- 
roent, because, many pro foqo fa ifd . mgn tre* 90? »*A 
man as they would another, without attempting to 
remove the cause which has brought on lib malady, 
and wen Qffriqg iitjle aboiftr Jt*; ; . f ; :♦ ■ m 

It is thus when 9 man has become so afiected 
through excess of Ik^uors or ardent spirits* < the lotn- 
plaint can oipAy be attributed to.wnalmew of > oirgafcs $ 
but if (according to the jHVctim of many ) recourse 
be immediately had to the uw of the huacet, by 
bleeding, leeching, and hUsteft» can anyone pretend 
to effect a cure when the patient has been thus weak* 
ened every day? Also it produced by niercnry, of 
what use are external applications? Instead of re- 
lieving the patient, he is hurried on to death; end it 
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frequently happens that in snch cases a family is de- 
prived of its chtefest support and fiitttre welfare. 

During Ay residence in London twenty-six snch 
cases hav$ been under my cart, and I have the satis- 
faction to add that the parties a*e now all welt. For 
the benefit of my brethren I shall here relate a par* 
tirattr circumstance If they will but refleet, they 
will find, by what I dm about to state, (and which 
can be. proved,) that* it is not with 'the knife and lao- 
eet4n band that 0116 may hope to euro the various 
disease* to which the hmnan frame is subject. 
>c The^first case for which I was called was-*hat of 
a ^eu^ man> (No. 134^ Tooley Stiwt, in the 
Borough* London,) *d yeara of <»ge« After ^even 
ttviitbs of attendance, daring which he underwent 
o p e rtla ons of various kinds, leechiBg y Wistering, &c.

He answered in the affirmative ; and 
added, that he had gone to Deptford on a very cold 
day, there being also much snow on the ground, and 
returned home with his neck considerably swelled* 
I immediately perceived that his insanity proceeded 
from the injudicious use of mercury. . I then -told 
the father, I beg you will discontinue giving plum 
pudding to your son ; allow him mutton chops, " a 
glass of wine; and every thiog in reason, which he 
may think proper, between the fits : in three : days 
the straight waistcoat will be useless. An hour af- 
ter I had left the house one of the surgeons, who, 
during seven months, had reduced the young man 
to a mere skeleton, came to offer his recommenda- 
tion to take the pafiept to a private mad-house, kept 
by one of his friends.. The father (Mr S.) replied, 
that he had called in the assistance of a French me- 
dical man, who had answered for his cure in three 
days, and he would take his chance. Mr Lydam 
(the surgeon alluded to) said he was astonished that 
a man in that rank of society should place confidence 
in an utter stranger, and a person of whom he (the 
father) had not the slightest knowledge ; that I could 
be no other than a quack, an impostor, & pick-poc- 
kety &c. and that he (the surgeon) would give one 
hundred pounds out of his own pocket if I accom- 
plished such a miracle. Mr S. (the father) replied 
that three days would not very materially increase 
the expense, and he would venture the experiment ; 
adding, in his turn, that it was somewhat extraordi- 
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nary that, without knowing the French medical mAn, 
he (the English surgeon) should thus express his 
illiberal sentiments towards him, and that it would 
be much better if he came to speak to me, when no 
doubt every explanation would be given. . However, 
Mr Lydam disdained to have the interview, and pre- 
ferred waiting the result of my quackery, which in 
the end did not turn to the advantage of Mr L., for 
three days after the fits had discontinued, and iri 
three weeks time he resumed his ordinary occupa- 
tion in the manufactory, which he continued doing 
alone during the last six years, and is perfectly reco- 
vered. I have been called on for many others, aiid 
have invariably found the same treatments had been 
resorted to, namely, of weakening the patient whert 
he required strength, taking away his blood when it 
is the humours and mercury that should be taken 
from him. 

Though in another article I have given the reme- 
dy for neutralizing mercury, I give it a place here, 
in order to render conspicuous those remedies which 
are requisite for every article. 

Mineral kermes, one dram ; 

Sarsaparilla, dne ounce ; 

Stick liquorice, one ounce ; 

Sassafras, one ounce ; 

Mes&ereon, three drams ; 

Isinglass, three drams. 
T4 be boiled in three quarts of water, during three 
hours, strained, and half a pound of sugar to be' add- 
ed, A wine glassful to be taken twice or thrice a day. 
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Lotion* 

Nitrate of potash, one ounce ; 

Ammonia muriate, half an ounce ; 

Vinegar, baft* pint; 

Water, one pint and a half. 
The shove to be mixed $ when dissolved, a linen 
rag mast be dipt iq and applied to the head twice or 
thrice a day. 

For diet, the patient may eat light and nourishing 
food, such a& nrattotf, vealj &c., and %nt little *h*e

In those cages where t&e malady proceed* front the 
immodeiate use <>faixl«ft8pmts, or 'weak^^ of <»r* 
gang, &c. &c*, tonics must he administer^ 4tid»i for 
instance, as temperate ekfcfr , the refcipfc for *>hiefr f 
give among the general remedies.

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OPHTHALMY, OR DISEASES. OF 

THE EYE. 

* • » 

The eyes become affected fromanany daaiees, prin- 
cipally from weakness* of nerves, or of the ocalary 
glands. It is the common affection of cM age, and 
i*, consequently, natural* , Jhere arejnaoy acciden- 
tal causes, such as film, cataract, &a 1 la the first 
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case, one jnust be particularly guarded against strain- 
tag the sight : the affected person must take some 
strengthening remedies. In the case of cataract, it 
must be destroyed with a gentle caustic, but which 
may not affect the sight of the eye. The following 
is what I haye often put into practice, viz. :— 
Blue vitriol, twenty-three grains ; 
Nitre, twenty-three grains ; 
Alum, twenty-three grains. 
-Dissolve these in a pint of rase water, with which 
bath* the eyea two or three times a day. 

Xbere ai& many other remedies, but 'having tried 
then***!}, this one is considered as the first and best; 
T^e fih? i* not so Common as the cataract ; it is a 
whkiptt and thick skin which tovevs the feyes, and 
not *asjy ;to destroy without cauterization 1 and 
reeded* however, by an« experiment which Ihad aeu 
ver attempted before* and: which may, perhaps, be of 
s#r*ta* jto those who iwiU sdtanit to it. it is o^fol^ 
low*:--]feiig&t Jersey, a woman/who had been Mind 
during tea yefcrs, owing to a film all over her eyes* 
applied to merfiwrj^istarice in her case. , I employed 
aU the ksK)wn remedial but without s»(»s^ I re- 
solved to have recourse to nitrate of sHver (hma cAhsj- 
tfc) dissolved in some water, and having dipt a'fin- 
ger>k* thedolation, passed it rapidly ac*o&s e&ch eye, 
andfthe skin immeiKately turned black. A few days 
alter < it detached itse& by degrees. This woman, 
who was commonly conducted, or rather led to my 
house, a jew days after came alone to inform me of

the success of my experiment. But in other cases 
which affect the eyes, whether by being bloodshot, 
suppuration, &c. the 6rst remedy is sufficient. 



UVER COMPLAINTS. : 

If any reliance can be placed in the testimouy of 
many surgeons of this country, liver complaints are 
very common, for there are few ot their patients- who 
are not thus affected. Whether affected with wind, 
flatulency* obstruction in the region of the abdomen, 
between the kidney and the meeentera* &c, they are 
alUiver complaints. Some I know who have never 
had any other complaint under their care. - 1 verily 
believe that with some of them (the soi-dbant faculty) 
a pain in the Joot would be denominated either a 
liver complaint or inflammation of the saqie. But 
though they give . this name to nearly all internal 
complaints, I will venture to assert, that there is no 
country where this complaint is so little prevalent as 
in .this one (England). The symptoms of this dis- 
ease are the same as I. have described for the inflam- 
mation of the liver, and the remedies are the same; 

As I have not detailed any particular diet at each 
article treating on the various diseases, it is neces- 
sary to state that I am no longer in the habit of re- 
ducing the strength of the patient by such ill-judged 
practices, and which give additional power tb the 
complaint of the patient, and more particularly in 
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tenpittent, intermittent, scarlet, putrid fevers, &c ; 
in short, in all cases where the fever is predominant, 
the patient should never overload his stomach, bat 
live npon such food as will support him, that is, food 
of the lightest kind, The patient is recommended 
to take beef, mutton, or veal broth, &c. &c. 

In other diseases, whether of the constitution, lan- 
guor, &c. the patient may eat and drink whatever 
he pleases, but abstain from all sorts of spirituous li- 
quors, which are contrary to all complaints, and also 
to many medicines. 



GENERAL RECIPES. 

Diuretic Water. 
Nitrate of potash, two ounces-; 
Camphor, one dram. 
The camphor must be dissolved with a little alko- 
hol; stir it with the nitre, and pour upon it, by de- 
grees, about a pint of water. 

In common fevers it is taken in doses of a table 
spoonful. Also in dropsy, catarrh of the bladder, 
and the urethra. 



AUions, Oxygenated Water. 
Water, two pints; 
Nitric acid, one dram. 
Two or three small glassfuls may be taken in the 
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fours* of the morning for diseases of the skin, and 
for venereal affections.

Embrocation for Open Cough* 
Lard, two ounces ; 

Tartrate of potash, antimonied, five drams. 
These must be well mixed, and with a piece of 
about the size of a nut the region of the chest must 
be rubbed a few times in the day. This brings on 
ebuKtlons similar to spots of small pox. The mear 
zles or the most obstinate coughs give way to this 
remedy. 



Potion to prevent Vomitting* 
Carbonate of potash, twenty-four grains ; 
Water, half an ounce ; 
Lemon juice, half an ounce ; 
Lump sugar, half an ounce. 
This remedy is excellent against excessive vomit- 
ting produced by emetics or some accidental cause. 



Potion against Taenia, or Tape Worm. 
Volatile oil of turpentine, three ounces ; 
Distilled peppermint water, three ounces ; 
Honey, six drams. 
These being mixed, one -third of the entire quanti- 
ty must be taken in the morning, and the two re- 
maining portions at an interval ef a few hours. 

Tonquin Powder. 
Valerian root, in powder, one dram ; 
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Musk, thirty grains ; 
Camphor, twelve grains. 
In convulsive, hysterical, and epileptical fits ; 
spasmodic affection*, mania, hydrophotria, &c« twelve 
grains of this powder mfty be taken*

Sedative Powder* 
Liquorice, in powder* one ounce ; 
Belkdona, in powder, two drams* 
These must be very equally mixed and divided 
into doses, but there should not be more than a 
quarter of a grain of belladoua in each. 

This remedy is considered as very superior in th* 
hooping cough of children, and the cough of adults, 
but in the latter case the dose should not be more 
than half a grain. 
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Saturnine Extract. 
Acetate of lead* one ounce j 
Essence of turpentine, three ounce*. 
The essence must rile three or four inches above 
the acetate. It is exposed to the heat of the fire 
during two days. It is, used for ulcers, venereal 
chancres, gangrene, painful sores, &c* 
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Bairn of Sulphur. 
. Not oil, walnut, half & pint j 
Flour of sulphur, one ounce and half. 
Let these be heated by the fire, or in an oven, un- 
til the ail assume a red color. 
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This is used against slow tumors, glandular swel- 
lings, ulcers, &c. 



Extract of Nw Vomica for the Palsy. 

Take pounded, or scraped nux vomica and reduce 
it with rectified alkobol, then let it gently evaporate 
until it attain the consistency- of extract. A single 
grain will kill a dog, but in man it produces a seri- 
ousness of disposition* The patiept must begin with 
a quarter of a grain made up into a pill ; the quanti- 
ty is afterwards gradually increased. The palsied 
limb soon experiences sudden starts, or quick con- 
tractions. The . administering of this violent poison 
must he dpne with greatest caution. 

My object for inserting this dangerous remedy is 
because I know the good effects it has produced ; but 
it must be composed by a prudent and able chemist. 






A certain Remedy Jor Taenia. 

Pewter, in powder, one ounce ; 

Male fern root, in powder, six drams ; 

Semen contra, fonr drams ; 
; Jalap root, in powder, one dram ; 

Sulphate of potash, one dram ; 
Of honey, a sufficient portion to make an electuary. 
The patient must take but little nourishment while 
using the above-mentioned remedy* He mnst avoid 
salid provisions of every kind, and live upon broths, 
and light vegetables, and every two hours take a tea 
spoonful of the electuary; and thus continue duriug 
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two or three days, until he feels in the intestiues de- 
termined sensations by the presence of worms, in 
which case the patient must then take the following 
electuary, after the same manner as the preceding 
one, until the worm passes* Should the worm be 
slow in passing, it may be hastened by taking one or 
two dozes of oil of rycin. 

Second electuary. 

Jalap rooty in powder, forty grains; 

Sulphate of potash, forty grains ; 

Scammony of alep., in powder, twenty grains ; 

Gamboge, in powder, ten grains ; 
Of honey, a sufficient quantity to make an electuary. 

The quantity to be taken must be proportion- 
ed to the age, sex, and constitution of the patient ; 
that is to say, a tea spoonful every two hours for a 
young person, and increasing the same, by half a 
spoonful more, for an adult. 



• Syrup o) 
' Boiling water, one pint ; 
Sulphate of iron, one ounce. 
When the sulphate of iron is dissolved and filter* 
ed through the blotting paper, add, 
Lump sugar, half a pound ; 
Gum arabic, two ounces. 
It is tonic, astringent, energetic, and aperient 
The dose is an ounce in cases of chlorosa, dropsy, 
cftchexy, and feucarea. 
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Syrup tf Sulphur * 
Sulphur of potash, two drams ; 
Ftenrtouil water, half a piut ; 
Lump sugar* one pound. 
These being Well mixed* are recommended for dis- 
eases of the skin* the tfoop, catarrh, pulmonary, 
phthisy, &c. Half an ounce to an ounce to be taken.

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liquid is tben filtered through paper at a gentle tem- 
perature ; that is to say, exposed to as little air as pos- 
sible. One dram of it is used in frictions after apo- 
plexy, dropsy, palsy, slow glandular affections, but 
unaccompanied with inflammation. _ It operates as 
a rubefacient, and its effect is very expeditious.

Dissolving or reducing Cancers and glandulous 
Affections in the Breast. 

Venice turpentine, one ounce ; 

Loadstone, one ounce ; 

Frankincense, one ounce ; 

Rock alum, three drams ; 

Myrrh, three drams ; 

Mastic, three drams ; 

Minium, in powffer^fery fine), one pound. 

Bees* wax, four ounces ; 

Olive oil, twenty-eight ounces. 
These being put into an earthen pipkin upon the 
fire, must be well mixed, but without boiling : after 
which, put the same In a pot when wanted for use. 
The plaster is spread upon some linen eloth, or a 
piece of fir^e leather, &pd then applied to the glandular 
affection of the breasts, panaris, &e. &c. 

I have employed this plaster on many occasions 
for the glandular Actions of the breasts (which 
many of the faculty call ctncers,} tod have always 
succeeded in reducing them. 
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Plaster of Pyretra. 

Galbanutn, one ounce ; 

Sagaponttm, one ounce ; 

Pyretra root, in powder,, four drams ; 

Mustard seed, well pounded/ four drams; 

Gum ammonia, one ounce ; 

Bees 9 wax, one ounce ; 

Venice turpentine, two ounces. 
The wax and turpentine must be gently dissolved 
over a slow fire ; after which, the resinoufe gums may 
be added, the same having been well pounded. The 
whole must be well mixed, but must not be allowed 
to boil. When the substance is nearly odd, the py- 
retra and mustard must be mixed, with it. 

This plaster is of a reducing, stimulating, and pe- 
netrating nature. It is applied to slow tumours. 



Cerate of 
Lard, half a pound ; 
White wax, six ounces ; 
Olive oil, three ounces.

Being provided with a pot or jar having a large 
opening, a clean linen cloth is spread on the top, and 
fastened round the rim with a string: it is then 
thrust in with the hand to make a cavity, which 
may be filled with flowers. The bottom of a dish, 
or some such thing, is put on the top,- so as to fit the 
sides exactly, then hot cinders and a little coal must 
be put to heat the flowers and make them distil to 
the bottom of the jar. The same degree of heat is 
preserved ; while the flowers, as they become dry, are 
replaced by others, so long as the distillation is in- 
tended to continue. 



Vinegar of Lavender.

The flowers of lavender must be dried close to the 
fire, or in an oven.

Symtp if vei&ie Peppy Head. 
Crush 13 poppy heads and-eftst away the seeds.-— 
BaQ these during four ham in fttar ttitrts of water. 
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and strain, add two pounds of sugar, and clarify.— 
But in order that this syrup may have the requisite 
strength^ the poppy heads must be left to infuse in 
the quantity of water prescribed, during two days, 
before the decoction be proceeded with. . It is rather 
narcotic, mild, and emollient. It is taken morning 
and evening in doses of a table spoonful at a timet 



Compound Syrup of Poppy. 

Poppy heads, twelve ; 

Stick liquorice, two ounces ; 

Rose flowers, one ounce ; 

Squills, half an qunce ; 

Water, four pints. . 
The crushed : poppy heads are left to tin fas* in the 
water during two days, along with, the other ingredi- 
ents cut into small pieces ; afterwards, slowly boil 
the whole during four hours and strain, add two 
pounds of sugar, and clarify. - 
- This syrup is pectoral and emollient* . It imme- 
diately relieves coughing, and promotes expectora- 
tion. It cures the most obstinate iniammations of 
the throat, and removes . quinsies. It is. also, very 
energetic in pleurisy. The dose is the same as in 
the foregoing one. 



Compound Syrup of AUhea 
Marshipallow root, two ounces; 
Dry elder flowers, one ounce ; 
Mineral kermes, one dram ; ; 
Camomile flowers, one dram. 
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Boil these in two quarts of water for half an hour 
and strain; then add one pound and a half of, 
sugar, and clarify.

Opiates. 

It is unnecessary to give here the recipes of any opi- 
ates, because they are made up of the tooth powders, 
the ouly difference being, they are made to the con- 
sistency of an electuary with honey, or syrup of 
sugar. 

Many other articles appertain to the piofession of 
the vender of medicine, but, many are enumerated 
among the remedies I give under the denomination 
of diseases, perfumery, and confectionary. Such, 
for instance, as the general and special remedies of 
which I given the recipes, powders, blisters, &c. In 
perfumery, the whole is nearly the produce of the 
medicine shop. In confectionary, also, the pastes of 
alt hea, jujubes, are essentially derived from it, . 



Enamelling. — Recipes for the Tinman. 

Metallic Enamel. 
The first process of mixture is as follows : — Dis- 
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solve four pjances of marine salt (muriate of soda} in 
$igl# ounces of w£ter, to which add twoopnees jrf 
nitric acid. Second mixtprp :-^ Eight . ounoea rf 
water, two ounces of nitric acid, and three ounces of 
muriatic acid. Third mixture:— Eight ounces of 
water, two ounces of muriatic, and one ounce of sul- 
phuric acid. A little of either of these mixtures is 
poured hot upon a sheet of tin upon an earthen pot. 
The pouring is repeated until the tin beccnneB.com* 
pletely enamelled. The tin must afterwards, be 
plunged in water slightly acidulated, and afterwards 
washed. 

Another method (cold process), . 
One pan of nitric acid, two of muriatic, and si* 
of water. The sheet of tin is placed on the earthen 
pot, and with a bundle of linen rags well steeped in 
the mixture, rub quickly one of the sides of the .sheet* 
the enamel soon appears. The sheet is then dipped 
in water alkalyzed, wjth a little potash, or quick 
lime. After which, wash with clear water. By 
varying the portions of wafer, the effects are dif- 
ferent. Thus, four parts of water for the same quan- 
tity of acids, produce effects resembling granite.— 
By increasing the proportion of water to twtilve, the 
effects are light and very agreeable to the eye> espe- 
cially if covered with a coloured varnish. •* 



Varnish for Tin. 
Ambered copal, pounded, half an ounce ; 
Ether, two ounces ; . . . 
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The copal and ether are kept in -abotftewitli d 
glass stoppfer. After shaking it well Vluting about 
$0 minutes, it is left to stand all night. If the next 
morning there should appear' any white bubbles in 
the varnish, half a dram of ether should he added; 
and the bottle being again shaken; the varnish will 
be found fit for use. When the varnish is used upon 
wood or metals, a thin coat of volatile oil should be 
laid on, which is afterwards taken off with a cloth 
before the varnish is applied ; what there remains is 
sufficient to prevent the evaporation of the ether. 

When the varnish is applied, it forms so hard a 
coat on wood, as well as metals, that it will resist the 
most violent efforts to destroy it. There are some 
othfcr coloured varnishes which may answer for the 
profession, and which will be found under the article" 
9f varnishes.

Recipes for the Scourer. 
Scouring Soap, 
- Ox- gall, fdur ounces ; 
White honey, four ounces ; 
Orris root, in powder, four ounces ; 
t ' White soap, four ounces. 

-Found the whole of these in a marble mortar to 
make into a paste * after whi6h, expose it to the air 
during eight or ten days, then make it up into squares 
er balls. When wanted for use, the stained or soiled 
part being rubbed with it, must then be washed with 
bran water, continuing to do so until the water no 
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longer takes any colour. The places are afterwards 
wiped with white linen. Should there be any em- 
broidery of either gold or silver, it miist be wrapped 
tip in linen cloths, and with a slight pressure the wa- 
ter is extracted. To prevent the gold or the silver 
from tarnishing, the embroideries are washed with a 
few drops of sulphuric acid. 



Javelle Water; or Washing. 
Potash, two ounces ; 
Muriatic acid, six ounces ; 
Sulphuric acid, one dram. 
Put the whole into a bottle and place it in a house 
oven during two or three days, that is until the acids 
have nearly dissolved the whole of the potash. The 
solution is then poured into four pints of water. 

With this water stains may be taken from linens 
and cottons, which may also be restored to colour if 
rendered yellow by age. 



To take Stains from tender Colours, viz. : 
Pink, Crimson, Cherry, &c. 

Such stains may be taken out with very pure 
ether, or with alkohol saturated with camphor ; but 
to succeed well it must be properly rectified,* and 
have as much camphor as it can dissolve. The 
stain being saturated with it, must then be washed 
with some alkohol without camphor, and afterwards 
with water : the reason is, that if used in the first in- 
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stance it would reproduce the whole of the camphor, 
and consequently the stain would be worse than ever. 

This process may be applied to all spots of grease, 
apd on all sorts of staffs. 

Wax Stains. 

Very pure alkohol must be employed. The stain 
is rubbed with it, and allowed to steep a moment in 
it, when it will be seen to decompose itself by drop- 
ing into powder, and by a gentle friction it will dis- 
appear altogether. 



Vegetable and Animal Stains. 
Liquid ammonia (volatile alkali), one ounce ; 
Water, two ounces. 
These being mixed and the stains washed there- 
with, they will disappear immediately. 

The ammonia is also recommended to restore the 
color of black cloths, or kerseymeres, even when 
damaged by the effects of nitric, sulphuric, and mu- 
riatic acids. 



Metallic Stains f Jrom Rust, fyc. 
Oxalic acid is not the only ingredient in this case ; 
it is however the easiest to employ, but not upon 
colored things. It is only fit to use with white 
Koqn ; with colored, recourse must be had to sulphu- 
rous acid. 



To RBSTORE FADED COLORS. 

Diluted nitro muriate of pewter restores scarlet, 
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red, and any other color, where it has the means of 
fixing* 

Diluted sulphuric acid restores bine, blue- black, 
green, and all such others in which 1t has been used 
for the dissolving of the indigo. 

Dilated liquid ammonia, or without being, so, re- 
stores black colours, blue-blacks, and silks, as in the 
two. preceding ones. 



Varnishes. 
Light colored Varnishjbr Musical Instruments. 
Sandarack, four ounces ; 
Pounded glass, four ounces ; 
Lack, two ounces ; 
M astic, two ounces ; 
Gum elemy, one ounce; 
Alkohol, one pint. 
The process is the same as with the others, only, 
a* a finish, two ounces of Venice turpentine must be 
added. The next day it may be strained through 
cotton. 



Mutative Varnish* 
Lack, in, grains* four ounces ; 
Sdndarack* four ounces ; 
Pounded glass, five ounees ; 
Venice turpentine, clear, two ounces ; 
Dragon's blood, four drams ; 
Terra meritta, thipty-six grains; 
Gambogp,. thirty-six grains ; 
Oil of turpentine, thirty-three ounces. 
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The tincture of coloring substances is drawn by 
infusion in the matrass, after which the pounded 
glass is added, with the lack and sandarack, con- 
cluding with the addition of the turpentine ; when 
you proceed as with the others. 

In the arts these sorts of varnishes are called mu- 
tative or changing, because being applied to such 
metals as copper, beaten pewter, wire, or furniture, 
they produce a more agreeable color ; giving, at the 
same time, a brilliancy, which senders them much 
more valuable. It is chiefly by means of these mu- 
tative varnishes that one succeeds in giving to silver 
and prepared copper those shining colors which 
cover the ornamental parts. 

This last produce of industry is a source of pros- 
perity for the button manufactories, spangle works, 
and tinsel, which, under the hands of the jewellers f 
contribute so greatly to the reflection of light which 
doubles the effect and lustre of precious stones.— 
Gilt leather is a produce of this varnish. The colors 
may be varied by increasing or diminishing either of 
the coloring ingredients*

Essence of Turpentine Copal Varnish. 
Purified copal (or passed through water), 

three ounces ; 
Essence, or oil of turpentine, twenty ounces. 
The essence, or oil of turpentine, is put into a 
matrass and then placed in hot water, as is men- 
tioned in the preceding cases. When the oil be-

comes tolerably warm the pounded copal is cast into 
it by small quantities at a time, the varnish being 
all the time kept in a continual stirring with a stick. 
—The copal should not be added until the first part 
has been well mixed with the oil. If, owing to the 
quality of the oil, more than three ounces can be 
added it may be done, but discontinued if the varnish 
should become cloudy. The varnish is allowed to 
stand. Should it be too thick, a little hot oil must 
be added. When cold it is filtered through some 
cotton, and preserved in a very clean bottle. 



India Rubber Varnish; or Caoutchon for Tcifetas, 

Papers, Leathers, fyc. 8$c. 

India rubber, four ounces ; 

Boiled linseed, four ounces ; 

Essence of turpentine, four ounces. 
The India rubber is cut into thin slips, and are 
then cast into a matrass placed in a bath, that is to 
say, the bottom in the water, over the fire, a matting 
of either straw or hay being placed underneath.— 
When the gum is dissolved, the boiling linseed oil is 
added, and afterwards the essence of turpentine, in a 
warm state. When this varnish has lost a portion 
of its heat, it is passed through a linen cloth, and it 
is preserved in a bottle having a large mouth. This 
-varnish requires a long time to dry.

Varnish jor Woodwork, Locks, Fixtures to a

Sandarack, six ounces ; 

Lack, two ounces ; 

Burgundy pitch, '/oar ounces ; 

Venice turpentine, four ounces ; 

Pounded glass, four ounces ; 

Alkohol, two pints. 
, Pound the lack and sandarack, then mix both 
well with white glass, which last article must not be 
so finely pounded. Put these with alkohol inta the 
matrass: shape a bit of stick of white wood, rounded 
at one end, and proportioned to the height of the 
glass jar. Place it in a sauce pan filled with water, 
rather warm at first, but increasing to a boiling heat 
during two hours. The matrass is then put upon a 
matting of straw or hay : the contents being stirred 
with the stick to assist the dissolution of the gums, 
which have a tendency to reunite. When the solu- 
tion is sufficiently done, the turpentine is then added 
with the Burgundy pitch, which must be diluted be- 
fore, hand, by plunging the pot containing them in 
the bath with the matrass. The stirring must con- 
tinue half an hour longer after the turpentine has 
been added. The matrass must then be withdrawn 
from the bath, and the stirring continued until it has 
cooled a little. The following day it is drawn off 
from the gums aud filtered through cotton. 
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Alkohol Farnisiu 
This is adapted to objects of toilet, such as boxes, 
cases, pasteboard articles, &c» 

Sandarack, eight ounces ; 

Mastic, of best quality, two ounces; 

Clear Venice turpentine, four ounces ; 

Pounded glass, four ounces ; 

Strong alkohol, two pints* 
Pound the sandarack and the mastic and mix 
them with this glass, then, with the alkohol, put the 
whole into the matrass, and with a white stick, such 
as has been described, proceed in the same manner, 
and add the remainder, as before explained. On 
the following day filter through some cotton. 

This varnish has a good consistency, and has not 
more color than the alkohol varnish in the best con- 
dition. Being spread in a single coating upon a 
polished wood, and without any preparation, it covers 
it with a most brilliant surface, requiring only two 
summer days to acquire all the solidity necessary. 

The easy method of making up this new varnish, 
by employing the copal in a liquid state at a gentle 
heat, is to make it run through water, to free it from 
a particular oil, which renders its solution incompa- 
tible in alkohol and in the essence of turpentine, al- 
lowing it to be used (when it has been prepared after 
such a process) for all colored objects requiring soli- 
dity* Thus, painted wood work ; moveable furni- 
ture, with or without coloring ; veneers, the veins and 
shades of which must be brought out with all their 
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richness -of coloring, reqirire the nse ot this varnish, 
which produces the finest effect, and is more solid 
than the Venice turpentine varnish.
